The  coin  and  medal 
are  enclosed  in  a  durable  plastic  card  that  is  enhanced  with  beautiful  representations  of  the  portraits  of  President  and  Mrs. 
Johnson.  Historical  information  is  printed  on  the  back  of  the  card.  A  certificate  of  authenticity  is  also  included.

The  obverse  (heads  side)  of  the  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  Presidential  $1  Coin  was  designed  and  engraved  by  United  States  Mint 
Sculptor-Engraver  Michael  Gaudioso.  The  coin’s  reverse  (tails  side)  was  designed  and  sculpted  by  United  States  Mint 
Sculptor-Engraver  Don  Everhart. 

The  obverse  of  the  Lady  Bird  Johnson  medal  was  designed  by  United  States  Mint  Artistic  Infusion  Program  (AIP)  Designer 
Linda  Fox  and  sculpted  by  Mr.  Gaudioso.  The  reverse  was  designed  by  AIP  artist  Chris  Costello  and  sculpted  by  United  States 
Sculptor-Engraver  Renata  Gordon.
